Lower the Sights 


State and county highway engineers should present practical, down 
to earth plans if they are going to do the best possible job for the people 
they serve. They should leave the grandiose 50 and 100 year programs 
to the future and deal with today's needs today. 


They should also be far more specific in the presentation of their 
plans than has been their general practice. There is no reason why re- 
sponsible authorities cannot submit detailed budgets, rather than vague 
approximations couched in round numbers which are all too often mis- 


leading. 


The taxpayers, who, in the final analysis, not only foot the bills but 
have a large voice in saying which projects will be approved and which 
won't, quite properly keep a close eye on the expenditure of funds at 
the local level. Keeping an intelligent electorate fully informed in all fiscal 
matters concerned with highway construction has proved to be the right 


way to get the right roads built. 


Good roads are vital to defense. Yet because the public is inclined 
to think of war in terms of ships, planes, guns and tanks, the importance 
of proper highway facilities in our national defense is always in danger of 


being overlooked. 


If, as suggested above, immediate highway needs are planned for 
now and the programs for the future are left to the future, and if care- 
fully thought-out budgets are frankly and understandably presented, the 
public will usually be glad to finance the roads that it recognizes as es- 


sential.
